The family of Brandon Majewski — 
who was killed while riding his bike on 
Innisfil Beach Road in October 2012 — 
say they are "extremely disappointed" 
with a Toronto police review of the 
South Simcoe police investigation into 
the Innisfil teen's death. 

In May, South Simcoe Police Chief 
Rick Beazley called for an outside 
police agency to review its investigation 
into the tragedy. A statement regarding 
the report was emailed from South 
Simcoe police to media Friday night. 

Toronto Police Traffic Services deter¬ 
mined South Simcoe police's investiga¬ 
tion into the death of 17-year-old 
Majewski was thorough and complete. 

Larry Hurd, a spokesperson for the 
Majewski family, suggested that is not 
the case. 

"Our questions and concerns were 
not answered," he said on Monday. 
"The review was not comprehensive, 
but rather circumscribed, limited, 
narrow, restricted or incomplete. Any 
or all of these words apply. 

"The Majewslcis have never had the 
opportunity of reviewing the 
unredacted version of the report. Their 
lawyer has motioned the court and the 
family's lawyer should be receiving 
it shortly," Hurd said. 

Attempts to reach a South Simcoe 
police for comment on Monday were 
unsuccessful.

"We understand that daily, we have to 
earn and maintain the public's trust and 
confidence," Beazley said in Friday's 
release. "We owed it to our community, 
and especially to the Majewski family, to 
ensure every piece of evidence was 
properly collected and analyzed." 

The Toronto police reviewed the 
department's files and determined the 
investigation was thorough and com¬ 
plete. 

In their release, South Simcoe police 
said earlier last Friday, local investiga¬ 
tors and members of the Toronto police 
met with the Majewski family to discuss 
their findings. 

"Chief Beazley spoke briefly at the 
beginning of the Friday meeting and 
then left after he encouraged us to ask as 
many questions as we wanted," Hurd 
said, adding some of those questions 
included the conduct of officers at the 
scene of the fatal crash. 

"The Toronto police concluded that 
there was no misconduct of the officers," 
Hurd said. "They did not review that, as 
they told us at the meeting. Again, at the 
meeting they told us they only reviewed 
the accident and reconstruction por¬ 
tion." 

He said the South Simcoe police 
media release stating they would reopen 
the investigation was released just a day 
or two prior to the Justice for Brandon 
Majewski rally on May 4. 

"Were they trying to appease the 
public to avoid further backlash?" he 
asked. 

The Toronto police review was the 
third independent review of the case. 

A complaint concerning the actions of 
the investigating officers had already 
been reviewed by the Office of the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Review Director 
(OIPRD) concluding there was no mis¬ 
conduct. Also, the Provincial Prosecu¬ 
tors Office reviewed the files to deter¬ 
mine the appropriateness of laying 
charges. No charges were laid. 

The Majewski family disputes the 
conclusions of the OIPRD because a 
South Simcoe police was assigned to 
review the actions of other officers in the 
force. 

In May, the teen's father, Derek 
Majewski, told the Examiner he appreci¬ 
ated that South Simcoe police had asked 
for the review. 

South Simcoe police officials said ear¬ 
lier this year their own internal review of 
the crash investigation indicated that 
"standard procedures" were followed, 
including the on-scene investigation, 
visibility testing, mechanical testing of 
the vehicle, forensic scene mapping, 
sobriety tests and interviews with the 
driver and independent witnesses. 

On the morning of Oct. 28, 2012, 
police say a roadside screening device 
was used at the scene and alcohol was 
ruled out as a factor in the collision. 

A collision reconstructionist's report 
was also completed for the provincial

prosecutor to determine whether criminal 
charges should be laid. No charges were laid in 
connection to the crash. 

A complaint was received by the OIPRD regard¬ 
ing the actions of the investigating officers. 

OIPRD is an independent, arm's-length civilian 
agency that falls under the Ontario Ministry of the 
Attorney General. 

Its role is to ensure public complaints are dealt 
with in a fair, transparent, effective and efficient 


manner. 

OIPRD reviewed a professional standards report 
and determined no further action was required. 

Subsequently, South Simcoe police's profes¬ 
sional standards branch sent a letter to the com¬ 
plainant concluding that there was no misconduct 
on the part of officers. 

The case remains the subject of civil actions 
between the teen's family and the driver of the 
vehicle that struck him.

Definition of Spouse in Real Estate 

The definition of spouse in real estate is taken 
from the Family Law Act, which describes 
spouses as persons who are married to each 
other. Some clients are extremely surprised 
when they find that although they have been 
common law for several years, they do not 
qualify as spouses for the purpose of real 
estate transactions. Although the marital status 
of a couple has no bearing on how the couple 
is able to take title (Joint Tenants or Tenants- 
in Common), there are certain implications 
when only one partner is on title and wishes to 
mortgage, re-finance or even sell the martial 
home. Once the individuals are spouses 
(married), even where only one is on title, he 
will not be able to refinance or sell without the 
written consent of the other spouse. Where on 
the other hand the couple is common-law, there 
is no recognition of a “marital home” and where 
only one spouse is on title he will be able to 
mortgage or sell the property without consent 
from his common law partner. 

Taking Title when there is a Mortgage 

I recently had a situation where the clients 
instructed me they were taking title as tenants- 
in-common, but the mortgage was approved 
on the basis that they took title as joint tenants. 
What happens in such a situation? The rule of 
thumb as to how individuals may take title 
when a mortgage is involved, is that it all 
depends on the stipulation of the mortgagee. 
So for example, where the mortgage company 
approves the mortgage on the basis that the 
persons take title as joint tenants, the deed 
has to be registered in accordance with the 
instructions of the bank. 

I had another situation where spouses where 
purchasing a house together, but the mortgage 
was only approved in the name of one spouse. 
The other spouse therefore was not able to be 
registered on title as a registered owner of the 
property. This sometimes happens where one 
spouse does not qualify for a loan, or where 
that spouse has outstanding debt issues that 
must be settled before they can be added to 
the mortgage. Where the couple is married, the 
off-title spouse has some amount of protection 
from the other spouse’s dealings with the 
marital home (consent must be given). Where 
however, the couple is unmarried, and not 
considered spouses of each other, there is no 
guaranteed protection for the off-title partner 
if the on-title partner decides to dispose of the 
property, or refinance.

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Rural Ontaro 
gains from 
funding 

W hen Premier Kathleen Wynne took a spilce-driver to 
an old rail line in St. Thomas this week, she ham¬ 
mered home an important point: the province's rural roads, 
bridges and sewers are in desperate need of a re-build. 

While urban neighbours debate the need for subway 
expansion and upgraded sewage treatment, so they can 
cope with big-city issues, smaller communities have often 
endured the double blow of depopulation and deteriora¬ 
tion. 

Too often, a shrinking tax base has worked against a com¬ 
munity's need to improve its facilities. 

Municipal leaders faced a cumbersome process of wait¬ 
ing for the right fund to come along, putting together a pro¬ 
posal, submitting an application, then waiting to see if there 
was enough provincial money or interest to push it through 
before the wallet snapped shut. 

If they missed the deadline or endured rejection, they 
often waited on their needed project until another was 
available. 

That makes the new $100-million-a-year Ontario Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Fund (somehow, it's apt that the 
name is as utilitarian as its purpose) a welcome change 
from the norm. 

Wynne and Jeff Leal, Minister of Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Affairs, tout the program as a permanent and pre¬ 
dictable source of annual funding to build and repair roads, 
bridges, water and wastewater systems. 

Now, the work that needs to be done in rural and north¬ 
ern communities will stand a better chance of getting done. 

Communities that languish in part because they haven't 
been able to afford to rebuild a bridge or upgrade their 
water treatment facility — few have had access to the race¬ 
track revenue or transit-money transfers that cities expect as 
their due — will have greater ability to attract investors, resi¬ 
dents and jobs. 

The fund might even go a short distance towards easing 
the animus rural Ontario expressed towards the Liberals 
during the last provincial election. 

There are those who will say Ontario's $ 12.5-billion deficit 
needs no added weights. 

Truth is, both views are accurate. But in a province driv¬ 
ing to fix a fiscal deficit and a rural infrastructure deficit, this 
fund travels a necessary and welcome middle road.

Ready, ready; paddles up! 

Residents heading to the shores of Kem- 
penfelt Bay on Saturday can watch some 
great action during the 12th annual Barrie 
Dragon Boat Festival. 

Since 2003, the festival — presented by Tim 
Hortons — has raised more $1.5 million for 
more than 60 charities as well as supporting 
the Barrie Public Library and its important 
role in the community. 

Christoper Vanderkruys, director of busi¬ 
ness development at the Barrie Public Library 
— who also goes by the title 'festival chief' 
during the busy weeks of preparation leading 
up to the annual event — said there will be 54 
teams competing this year, including many 
local entries and others from across Ontario, 
including Peterborough, Orillia, the GTA and 
London. 

He said Barrie and area residents — as well 
as out-of-towners cheering on their favourite 
team — will enjoy the thrill of the watching 
the competition as boats make their way 
across the water. 

"It's just the adrenaline," Vanderkruys said. 
"The teams are doing a 500-metre race and 
just seeing all that power and the pressure 
they put on themselves to pass the finish line 
is really exciting. With the people watching 
the races from shore yelling and all the pad¬ 
dles going in sync, it's just amazing to watch." 

He said organizers are ensuring the festival 
remains relevant by giving it a home of its 
own. 

"By moving it to Heritage Park we've estab¬ 
lished our own location. We have our own 
docks and two new boats," he said. "The 
library owns three and the Barrie Ribbons of 
Hope team owns theirs and we manage it for 
them. 

"We have 'open paddles' two or three times 
a month and boats are out every evening to 


practice. Hopefully we'll get area residents 
and companies looking at how we can utilize 
our beautiful waterfront," he added. 

"We offer team-building sessions for com¬ 
panies to take advantage of. Staff and 
employees can come out and paddle for two 
or three hours. Not only do they learn how to 
paddle but they also learn how to work as a 
team." 

When the Barrie Ribbons of Hope team 
takes to the water, they'll be under the watch¬ 
ful eye of their coach, Barrie area resident 
Kathleen Doherty, who was part of the Cana¬ 
dian team of 26 athletes taking part in the 
inaugural World Cup 2014, held in Fuzhou, 
China from June 10-12. 

It was organized under the International 
Dragon Boat Federation with the Canadian 
crew organized by Dragon Boat Canada. 

"The top 12 countries from around the 
world (15 were invited) were competing over 
three days and we finished third overall, with 
China taking first and Philippines second," 
Doherty said. 

"It was truly an honour to be a part of a 
crew that had some of Canada's premier team 
paddlers and to learn from them, as we all 
differed a bit in the stroke we used despite 
coming together as champions on game day. 
Also, it was a chance to proudly represent 
Canada and race against some of the world's 
most competitive dragon boat crews." 

Lessons learned in China will stay with her, 
she said. 

"With every competition, race or experi¬ 
ence you always take away something that 
helps to make you a better paddler and ath¬ 
lete. I hope to apply all I have learned from so 
many to my coaching, both current and 
future, and continue to motivate others to try 
this amazing sport," she added.

In less than two weeks, the doors will be 
locked but the schools will be open. 

Elementary schools across the county are 
instigating front door locking systems during 
the day since schools have become targets of 
mass shootings in the last decade. 

Funded by the Ministry of Education, the 
Safe Welcome Program will ensure visitors to 
Simcoe Country District School Board 
(SCDSB) schools will be using new security 
enhancements, such as an intercom, to con¬ 
tact staff in the office before they are allowed 
to enter the school and sign in. 

“We see it as an added security enhance¬ 
ment,” said fohn Legere, the board's superin¬ 
tendent of education. 

While it is not mandated by the ministry, 
Legere believes it is the “intent that all school 
boards” monitor incoming traffic to their 
schools. 

In 2005 and again in 2012, the ministry 
provided $10 million in funding to school 
boards for new locking doors, security cam¬ 
eras and buzzers. 

Of the 72 boards in Ontario, 66 have partic- 
ipated with more than 3,100 elementary 
schools taking part in locking the front doors 
of their schools throughout the school day. 

While locking the doors may or may not be 
a cause of concern, security cameras could 
become another issue in wake of the Assiki¬ 
nack Public School fire in mid-fune. Barrie 
police continue to investigate after the custo¬ 
dian's office at the Little Ave. school was set 
on fire in the middle of the night and caused 
about $1 million damage. 

From what school officials are calling a 
“black crater” in the janitorial room, to black 
soot from smoke that covered virtually ever 
surface of the rooms - including the insides 
of ventilation pipes - the school required a 
major cleaning and restoration during the 
last two months, said principal Shelley Clark. 

“It was pretty devastating when we first saw 
the amount of damage and how much they 
had to do to clean it,” Clark said Wednesday. 

But Winmar Restoration, using staff and 
resources from as far away as London, Ont., 
have replaced every ceiling tile, cleaned each 
library book and washed each stick of furni¬ 
ture. The school board has replaced rugs, 
painted walls and rebuilt the custodian's 
office. 

“It was a massive, massive job,” said Erin 
Schwarz, corporate risk officer with the 
school board who has overseen Assikinack's 
rebuild. 

“And we're so excited we're reopening in 
September. We're 1000% sure we're opening 
the first day of school,” Schwarz said. 

Many schools have also been under reno¬ 
vation adding classrooms for the final phase 
of the implementation of full-day kinder¬ 
garten. Across the district, major renovations 
are being completed for junior kindergarten 
elementary schools including Alcona Glen, 
Algonquin Ridge, Birchview Dunes, Byng, 
Couchiching Heights, Ernest Cumberland, 
Fieldcrest, Goodfellow, Holly Meadows, Inn¬ 
isfil Central, Mountain View, Nottawa, Not- 
tawasaga Creemore, Trillium Wood, W.C. 


Little and West Bayfield. 

Two new Barrie schools are in the design 
stage, including a new South Barrie high 
school, as well as a new Alcona South public 
school. The board is expected to review and 
approve those designs this fall. 

Construction on the new Chris Hadfield 
elementary school began this year and 
should open in 2015 and the new Alliston 
Union Public School is ready to open Sept. 2. 

In Orillia, construction of the new high 
school was delayed due to the demolition of 
Park Street Collegiate Institute. 

Once the tear-down was complete last year, 
delays by the ministry to approve updated 
demolition costs of $1.7 million to bring the 
total just over $30-million meant further 
delays in booking a contractor because the 
ministry wouldn't approve that process until 
the funding was approved. 

Students from both schools spent the past 
year in the Orillia District Collegiate Voca¬ 
tional Institute building, now known as 
OD/Parlc Secondary School — which is slated 
to close when the new school opens in late 
2015. 

The board is deep into a five-year $7.5 mil¬ 
lion investment into upgrading its technolog¬ 
ical education programs such as health care 
technology, computer, manufacturing, trans¬ 
portation and construction technologies, as 
well as green industries and hospitality and 


tourism. 

Software upgrades, newly renovated class¬ 
rooms, training staff and upgrading comput¬ 
ers is underway at Banting Memorial, Brad¬ 
ford District, Collingwood Collegiate, Elmvale 
District, Innisdale, Midland, Penetan- 
guishene and Stayner high schools. 

There has also been a $1 million infusion of 
cash that purchased 1,315 iPads to be shared 
by both secondary and elementary schools, 
said Anita Simpson, superintendent of edu¬ 
cation and programming. 

“Instead of being consumers of content, 
students can now create their own music and 
create a movie,” Simpson said. 

She points out that iPads allow for better 
collaboration between students on projects, 
but goes one step further and says it could be 
the beginning of the end for paper sent home 
from schools. 

“Now students can tweet their assignments 
or homework could go out through a blog. 
Parents could sign up for e-mail alerts and 
with Google Apps for Education, you can post 
a document - decide who can access it - and 
make a change so others can see and edit the 
project,” she said. 

More than 750 students are enrolled in 
French Immersion beginning in grades 1 and 
2, including Alliston Union, Ardagh Bluffs, 
Cameron Street, Forest Hill, Goodfellow, Hill- 
crest, Mundy's Bay, Oakley Park, Regent Park, 


W.H. Day, Warnica and Worsley. 

Before and after care is now available in 76 
public schools. 

Almost 90% of district schools have before 
and after care which costs about $18.50 a day 
and is expected to host about 2,350 children 
beginning this fall. 

The last project for the school board is to 
clean up all the waste residents have been 
dumping at local schools throughout the 
summer months. 

Numerous household items, including fur¬ 
niture items and general household waste, 
have recently been left at various school 
properties. These illegally-dumped items 
must then be gathered by school custo¬ 
dial/maintenance staff and disposed to 
ensure student and staff safety. Townships 
have the authority to fine individuals who 
dump garbage at school sites, based on 
municipal by-laws. 

“People are leaving garbage at our schools 
either because they don't know how to prop¬ 
erly dispose of these items, or because they 
are trying to avoid fees associated with 
proper disposal at landfills,” said fessica 
Kulcac, environmental systems coordinator. 

“People assume that visiting the dump to 
dispose of items is expensive, when in reality, 
the fees are actually much less than what it 
costs the taxpayer to remove the garbage 
from our school sites,” Kulcac said.

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Manage your new 
home warranty 
with ease online 


(NC) Most newly built houses and condo¬ 
miniums in Ontario come with a mandatory 
warranty. It begins when you sign the pur¬ 
chase agreement and lasts for seven years 
from the date of first possession. This means 
that if you are the owner of a newly built 
property, you have warranty protection guar¬ 
anteed by Tarion Warranty Corporation. 

At Tarion.com, a portal called MyHome is 
the simplest way to manage your warranty. As 
soon as you take possession of your home, 
you can register. The service allows home- 
owners to securely submit and review forms 
and view official correspondence. Tarion will 
send you automatic email alerts so you don't 
miss any important deadlines. This is crucial, 
because timing is essential when submitting 
warranty forms. Missing a deadline may jeop¬ 
ardize a claim. 

Recent enhancements to MyHome include 
the ability to upload supporting documents 
to an account, such as photos, receipts and 


agreements, and a feature allowing home- 
owners to schedule a conciliation inspection 
online. A form called Accessibility for Ontari¬ 
ans with Disabilities Form is now available to 
complete and submit electronically. A live- 
chat, customer support function was also 
recently added. 

To register a new house or condominium 
you will be asked to provide the enrolment 
number and original date of possession 
(which is the warranty start date). This infor¬ 
mation is on the Certificate of Completion 
and Possession (CCP), provided by the 
builder. 

As importantly, if you have purchased a 
new home and your builder has not told you 
about the mandatory new home warranty, 
contact Tarion as soon as possible. You may 
be dealing with an unregistered builder, 
which is illegal in Ontario.

If you are going you use a number of 
appliances and devices and plug them 
into a power bar to share power, invest 
in a power bar that can handle the load. 

• Don’t run cords under carpets or 
rugs: Doing this could cause damage to 
the cord and spark a fire in the rug. 

• Use the appropriate cords out¬ 
side: Make sure that all extension cords 
you use outside are weatherproofed 
and suitable for how you are using 
them. 

• Use ULC certified cords: Ensure 
that the extension cords you use are 
Underwriters Laboratory Canada 
certified.

How to paint your rooms professionally to save costs 


(NC) You're ready to redecorate your 
home, but haven't dabbled in DIY painting 
before. The process isn't as challenging as 
you may think. Follow these helpful tips 
below for a professional-grade paint job, 
minus the labour costs: 

Before picking up a paintbrush, make 
sure you have the right amount of paint for 
the job. As a rule of thumb, you'll need 
about four litres of paint for every 110 
square meters, so measure the width and 
height of each wall (subtracting window 
and door spaces) to determine how much 
you'll need. 

• To ensure your paint job has a smooth 
finish, check for any holes or cracks and fill 
them with spackle. After filling imperfec¬ 
tions with a putty knife and letting the 
spackle dry, lightly sand the area with a 
sanding block. 

• Once that's complete, inspect the 
cleanliness of your walls. If you can't recall 
the last time they were cleaned, you'll need 
to scrub them with soapy water, rinse and 
allow ample drying time —at least eight 


hours. Paint won't adhere well to dirty 
walls, so this step is necessary to achieve 
great-looking results. 

• To protect your possessions from paint 
splatters and drips, lay drop cloths on the 
floor. Since cloths can easily shift, make 
sure they're secure with double-sided tape. 
Painter's Mate Green has a Double-Sided 
Drop Cloth Tape that holds plastic drop 
cloths in place so that you can avoid slip¬ 
pery falls and stay focused on painting. The 
cloths can be used on various flooring 
including carpet, tile and ceramic. 

• After masking off your room with a 
painter's tape to avert paint bleed, you're 
ready to get to work. For a long-lasting 
paint job, prime your walls. After your 
primer is completely dry, pop open that 
paint can and get started.

It 
makes it easy to visualize how different window 
fashion designs will impact the overall decor. 

And, technology is of course becoming ubiqui¬ 
tous in every home, concludes Karla Amadatsu. 
“Builders and designers are using the latest tech¬ 
nological advances and are always looking at ways 
to enhance the experience of the homeowner."

How to accent your 
home with trend colours 


(NC) Do you worry about integrating 
some of the modern interior design trends 
into your home without the advice of a 
professional? While the use of bold and 
darker colours is becoming more prevalent 
in home decor, the question remains, how 
does one use these trends to create an 
inviting space, without making a colourful 
mistake? 

The answer is simple, always remember 
to keep the whole colour scheme in mind 
as you play with the contrasts of the room. 
Mixing neutral tones is an effective way to 
play with bold hues and integrate them 
without overpowering the desired look and 
feel. When approaching a largely neutral, 
beige, or white room, choose one wall that 
will take a pop of colour favourably. 

"The key is to identify which wall in the 
room demands the least amount of atten¬ 
tion as this creates a desirable canvas for 
adding colour accents," says Garry Belfall, 
senior brand manager at Para Paints. "In a 
bedroom, the wall behind the bed is a great 
place to contrast the room and accentuate 
the headboard. We have seen designers 
using bold colours like the dark vivid teal of 
our Tahitian Pearl and mixing it with 
orange and mango shades of Roar and Bird 
of Paradise, anchored in serene neutrals 
like our High Tea. Pops of bold colour are 
definitely in." Para, by the way, turns 100 


next year, making it Canada's oldest paint 
company. 

When choosing a bold colour, also con¬ 
sider the pieces that will accompany the 
wall, for example picture frames, book¬ 
cases and lighting fixtures. "If the decor 
pieces have a bronze or gold hue, try a 
deep blue accent wall which will highlight 
and allow the accessories to become focal 
points in the room," suggests Belfall. 

In addition to painting walls, many peo¬ 
ple are bringing in hints of colour through 
painting chairs, lighting fixtures and mold¬ 
ing. Also, adding small touches such as 
painting the trim in a green or brown will 
accentuate flooring and windows and 
thereby make walls look cleaner and 
brighter. Belfall suggests the rich dark 
brown of Para's Zebrawood from their 2014 
colour trend palette. 

Choosing the right colour is always a 
challenge, but with careful consideration 
and a little help on coordination, anyone 
can achieve the results of a professional 
decorator. 

The best insider tip: become familiar 
with the colour swatches by playing with 
the different tones, and that includes 
watching their reaction to the light in the 
room at various times of the day.

5 storage ideas

Funding for fish habitat

A project to control erosion and restore fish habitat in the 
West Holland River is receiving $77,000 in federal funding. 

York Simcoe MP Peter Van Loan, speaking for Fisheries 
And Oceans Minister Gail Shea, announced the money 
Tuesday. 

He spoke of the importance of recreational fishing to 
Canada's economy - noting in 2010 anglers generated $8.3 
billion for local economies, and that more than 3.3 million 
adult anglers participate in fishing activities every year. 

"Canada is one of the best places to go fishing," he said, 
noting a need to invest in the preservation and enhancement 
of fish habitat, to ensure that the resource is sustainable. "It's 
also about restoring ecosystems,and connecting Canadians 
to nature." 

The Drainage Investment Group (DIG) project in the Hol¬ 
land Marsh involves a plan to re-vegetate the riverbanks, 
create a buffer of natural vegetation between the intensively- 
farmed marshland and the Holland River, and in doing so, 
reduce erosion and restore littoral areas important as fish 
habitat. 

Traditionally, Holland Marsh farmers have plowed and 
planted right to the river's edge; the consequences have 
been erosion, and the washing of pesticides and nutrients 
into the water, threatening the natural environment, Van 
Loan said. 

The DIG project will restore natural vegetation, reduce 
nutrient loading and phosphate inputs, cut erosion, and help 
restore the ecosystem to health. 


The project will focus on 6.3 kilometres of the West Hol¬ 
land River, west of Highway 400, in the heart of the Holland 
Marsh. 

"It's virtually all private lands," said Brett Ruck of DIG, 
which will work closely with farmers to create the buffer and 
stabilize the river bank, preventing erosion - and incidentally 
creating new fish habitat - at a much reduced cost to the par¬ 
ticipants, thanks to the federal grant. 

Work has already begun on the engineering, but the 
actual construction will likely be delayed until later in the 
year. 

"We have to work with the landowners, because of the 
crops,” Ruck said. “We want to make sure the farmers under¬ 
stand we're going to work with them (at every stage). 

"If this really works well, we'll continue downstream." 

It was the downstream impacts - the benefit to fish popu¬ 
lations, and to Lake Simcoe - that brought the other partners 
to the Holland River Marina on Tuesday. 

The Holland Marsh project is one of 127 projects 
approved in Round II of funding, nationally, under the 
Recreational Fisheries Conservation Partnerships Program. 

Announced in 2013, under the Economic Action Plan, ini¬ 
tially it was to provide $10 million during two years to sup¬ 
port the efforts of local groups and governments. 

The strong initial success - which saw nearly $6 million 
invested in a total of 94 fish habitat restoration projects 
across Canada, 16 of them in Ontario - led to an extension of 
the program to 2015-16, under a new National Conservation 
Plan, and an increase in the funding available, to a total of 
$25 million.
